MUJIZAT AND KARAMAT 


This book contains numerous extraordinary occurrences 
‘karamat’ by the allies of Allah (æ). The karamat are a means by 
which Allah (3) honors His allies. These differ from miracles 


*muf^jizat' that are given to the prophets. 


Shaykh Uthaymin () said, “The mu‘jizat are for the prophets, 
the karamat are for the allies of Allah (æ), the close friends of 
Ar-Rahman; while sorcery ‘al-kahanah’ is for the close friends of 
the devils. It is now impossible for a miracle to occur, as the 


Messenger of Allah (&) was the last of the prophets. 


The karamat occurred before the Messenger of Allah (Œ) and af- 
ter him (&) and will continue until the Day of Judgment. They 
occur at the hands of an ally of Allah (Æ), a righteous person. If 
we know that the person at whose hands a karàmah occurred is a 
righteous person who fulfills his duties toward Allah (3&) and His 


slaves, then we know that it is indeed a karamah. 


Shaykh al-Lalikàá'r 


We should look at the person from whom this extraordinary oc- 
currence came. If it came from a soothsayer or a man who is not 
righteous, then we know that it is from the devils. Sometimes, 


the devils help the sons of Adam achieve what they want." 


Shaykh Uthaymin (4) said, “Firstly, it is obligatory upon us to 
know who are the allies of Allah (3). The allies of Allah are 


those mentioned in His statement:

Unquestionably, [for] the allies of Allah there will 
be no fear concerning them, nor will they grieve, 
those who believed and were fearing Allah?

This is true whether they are known to the 
common people and deemed as an ally or hidden from the peo- 


ple not desiring to be known. 


Secondly, does every ally of Allah have extraordinary occur- 
rences? The answer is no, every ally does not have an extraor- 
dinary occurrence. Allah (3) gives some allies a tangible ex- 


traordinary occurrence that he witnesses and others also witness.

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There are others whom Allah (æ) makes their extraordinary 
occurrence the increase of their faith and piety. This karamat is 
greater than the extraordinary occurrence because it is more 
beneficial for the person. This is because an extraordinary occur- 
rence is just a means to increase faith and piety, and the increase 
of faith and piety is the goal. For this reason, we find the com- 
panions (#) had less extraordinary occurrences than the genera- 
tion that followed them. This is because the karamat of the com- 
panions was their high level of faith and piety, while the gen- 
eration that followed them did not have a comparable level of 


faith and piety. 


The benefits of these extraordinary occurrences are to manifest 
the power of Allah (æ), to assist the religion or to honor the ally 
of Allah. They increase the faith of the ally or make them firm, 
and the occurrences serve as glad tidings for them. These ex- 
traordinary occurrences are miracles for the prophet the ally fol- 


lows, as it shows him that his prophet was upon the truth."

‘Abu Qilabah said, “I was with a group in Sham, when I heard a 
man saying, ‘Woe from the Hellfire" So, I went toward him and 
there was a man whose arms were cut off from the shoulders, 
his legs were cut off from the waist, and he was blind and lying 
on his face. I said to him, ‘O slave of Allah, what is wrong with 
you? He said, ‘I was from those who entered the home of 
‘Uthman during The Day of the Seige. When I got close to him, 
his wife came out; so, I turned to her and slapped her. ‘Uthman 
looked at me and said, ‘May Allah remove your hands and your 
feet, and blind your eyesight, and enter you into the Hellfire" I 
became terrified of his supplication; so, I ran out of his home. 
When I reached this place I am now, one night Allàh answered 
his supplication. So, I am in the condition you see me in. The 
only thing left is his supplication for me to enter the Hellfire."

When he 
stopped reciting, the horse became quiet, and when he started 
again, the horse was startled again. This continued three times. 
Then, he stopped reciting and his son, Yahyà, was beside the 
horse. He was afraid that the horse might trample him. When 
he took the boy away and looked toward the sky, he could not 
see anything. The next morning, he informed the Prophet (&), 
who said, “Recite, O Ibn Hudayr!

Their complaint was that he did not 
conduct the prayers properly. ‘Umar sent for Sa‘d and said to 
him, *O 'Abü 'Isbaq, the people claim that you do not offer the 
prayer properly.” Sa‘d replied, “By Allah! I observe prayer ac-

sent with him a man or some men to al-Küfah to investigate the 
matter about him from the people of al-Küfah.

A 
man with the name of 'Usamah bin Qatadah, and his kunya was

Thereafter, when the man was asked about his condition, he 
would say, “I am an old man afflicted with trials and overtaken 
by the supplication of Sa‘d.” ‘Abdul-Malik bin 'Umair said, “I saw 


this man with eyebrows hung over his eyes as a result of his old 
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age; and he walked aimlessly, following young girls and wink- 


ing at them.”! 


Sa‘id ibn Zayd ibn ‘Amr 


Sa‘id ibn Zayd was from those whose supplication was accepted. 
‘Arwa bint 'Uwais claimed Sa"id ibn Zayd oppressed her and 
took some of her land and her drinking well. Sa‘id said to her, 
“Leave this and remove your claim. For indeed, I heard the 
Messenger of Allah (#) say,

ing, she fell into the well and died, and this became her grave.”

And nothing was revealed in 
the Qur'an which forbade it. The angels used to greet me with 
Salam until I was cauterized; and then, they stopped greeting 
me. I, then, abandoned cauterization; and they, again, greeted 


me with Salam.”2

Thabit said, “I was with 'Anas when a man was sent as a mes- 
senger for his people to him. He said, ‘O 'Abu Hamza, our land is 
thirsty.’ 'Anas stood, perform ablution, went to an open area and 


prayed two rak‘ah of prayer, and supplicated. I saw the clouds

"Anas ibn Malik (8) said, “The Prophet (#) said,

How many are there with disheveled hair, covered with dust 
and given no significance; but if he were to swear an oath by 
Allah; He (Allah) would surely fulfill it. Among them is Al-Bara 
bin Malik. 


During the Battle of Shüstar in the land of Persia, the disbeliev- 
ers were getting the better of the Muslims in battle. The Mus- 
lims said, ^O Bara, the Messenger of Allah (#) said, ‘If you were 
to make an oath by your Lord, He would surely answer you; so 
make an oath by your Lord." Al-Bara said, “I swear by You, O 


my Lord, that You will suffice us.” So, he went forward, and

Durayb ibn Nagayr said, “I was with Al-‘Ala' when he was sent 
to Bahrain to invite the King of Bahrain to Islam. We were 
stricken with severe thirst such that we thought we going to 
die, and we did not know how much of the journey remained. 
We mentioned our fears to Al-'Ala'. He descended from his rid- 
ing beast and prayed two rak ‘2h of prayer. He, then, said, ‘O All- 
Wise, All-Knowing, Most-High and the Great One, pour upon 
us rain.’ Suddenly, there appeared a cloud resembling the wings 
of a bird, and rain flowed from the cloud like a stream. It cov- 
ered us until it directed us to the gulf of the sea. We looked for 
our ships at the sea but did not find them. Al-‘Ala’ supplicated, 
‘O All-Wise, All-Knowing, Most-High and the Great One, save 
us. He took the reins of his stallion and said, ‘Let us cross this sea 
in the Name of Allah.’ Abü Huraira said, ‘I swear by Allah, we 


crossed the sea and the hooves of our animals did not get wet.

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And our army that day consisted of four thousand soldiers.’ After 
we crossed the sea, Al-'Ala' said, ‘Is anyone missing anything?’

'Abü Huraira continued, ‘I 
was from those who treated Al-‘Ala’, washed and shrouded him 
after his death, prayed over him during his funeral prayer, and 
buried him.

But 
when we removed the dirt, we did not find his body in his 


grave.”1

said to the people, ‘My father requested you to wrap him in two 
shrouds only. But they wrapped him in two shrouds and a shirt 
and buried him. The next morning after his burial, we found 


the shirt was back with us, hanging on a piece of wood. 


The Companions of the Messenger of Allah (#) Who 
Walked on Water 


The Muslims battled the Persians behind the leadership of S‘ad 
bin 'Abi Waqqàs. When they reached the Tigris River, they

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found the river running with foam. Persians had crossed the 
river headed to their homeland. They destroyed the bridge and 
sunk all the ships; so, there did not remain any way for the 


Muslims to cross the river. 


The army came to S‘ad ‘Abi Waqqas, and he was their leader. 
They said to him, *We do not have the ability to pursue them. 
They are protected by the sea, and they have destroyed the 
bridges and sunken the ships." S‘ad ‘Abi Waqqāş (&) summoned 
for Salman al-Farsi Salman al-Farsi was from Persia; thus, he 


knew the strategies of the Persians. 


S'ad said to Salman, *O Salman, inform us of something that we 
can use as a plan against these enemies of ours." Salmàn replied, 
“I do not have anything by which I can plot against them except 
for one thing, and that is for the army to be upright upon the 
religion of Allàh. If they are upright upon the command of 
Allah and following His messenger (#), then give them the glad 
tidings that Allàh will make it easy for us to cross this river. Be- 
cause the One who has made it easy for the people who live 
here to cross this river with ships and a bridge, has the ability to 


make it easy for us to cross it also." 


Salmàn went and started to circle around the army. He found 
them bowing and prostrating in prayer during the night and 


preparing for the war during the day. So, after three nights he 
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went to S'ad and informed him that the army was upon good 


and well. 


Therefore, S'ad summoned the army and said to them, *I am go- 
ing to stand upon this river and make three /akbirs When I 
have made three fakbirs, mention the Name of Allah and cross 


the river; because verily, Allah will make this easy for us." 


They stood upon the river and S‘ad made three takbirs. Then, 
they said, “In the Name of Allah" and began to cross the river 
with their horses and the men walked on top of the water 
while it was flowing. They were held up by the One who 
holds up the sky and prevents it from falling upon the earth, by 
His permission. If the stallions became tired, Allah would make 
for them an island on the river so they could rest on it until 
their strength returned to them; and then, they would continue 


to cross the river. 


When they crossed the river, the Persians were stunned and 
frighten, and they said, “Verily, you are not fighting men. Ra- 
ther, you are fighting the jinn, because no man is able to cross 


the river without a tangible means.” 


The Muslims conquered the capital of Persia and seized the 
crown of Khosrow. It was a tremendous crown, the likeness of a 
large tent. It had in it gold and pearls and jewels. One camel was 
not able to carry it. So, they used two camels and fasten it be- 


tween the two of them all the way until they reached the city 
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of Medina, giving it to the rightly guided leader, ‘Umar ibn

Mu‘awiyah ibn Harml, the son-in law of Musaylimah the liar, 
said, “I came to Madinah and remained there for three days 
without eating anything. I went to ‘Umar ibn al-Khattab and he 
told me to go stay with a man from the best of the people of 
Madinah. I went to the masjid and there was a man praying 
‘Asr, and it was Tamim al-Dari. I prayed ‘Asr with him. Then, 
he took me and another man to his home and spread a table of 
food for us. We ate a lot of food and I stayed with him for sever- 


al days. 


There was a volcano eruption, and ‘Umar ibn al-Khattab came 


and said, “O Tamim, you are the man to take care of that.”

‘Umar ibn 
al-Khattab said, “The one who witnessed this is not like the one 
who did not witness this, and the one who saw this is not like

Safinah, Freed Slave of the Messenger of Allah (#) 


Safinah became separated from the army while in Rome, other 


narrations say he was captured. He escaped and began searching 
for the Muslim army. While searching, he encountered a lion. 
He said to the lion, “O father of the lion, I am Safinah, the freed 
slave of the Messenger of Allah (#).” The lion lowered its head 
and began walking beside him, directing him through the 
pathway until he reached his destination, such that Safinah 
thought it was going to bid him farewell.’ 


‘Asma bint 'Abt Bakr 


The son of ‘Asma, ‘Abdullah ibn az-Zubayr, was killed and cru- 


cified. It was said to ibn ‘Umar, “'Asma is in the corner of the

Barazah bint Rafi‘ narrated, “Umar sent a pension to Zaynab. 
She said, ‘O Allah, forgive ‘Umar, others are more in need of this 
than I am.’ It was said to her, “All of this is for you." She replied, 
‘Subhanah Allah! Cover this with a garment.’ She took the mon- 
ey and divided it among the poor and orphans she knew, and 


then said, ‘Give me what is left.’ They found 85 dirham remain-

cort her to the Messenger of Allah (#) in Madinah. She en- 
countered a Jewish man who said to her, "What do you need, 
"Umm Sharik? She said, ‘I am looking for a man to escort me to 
the Messenger of Allah (&)' He said, ‘Come, my wife and I 
will escort you.’ She said, ‘Wait for me until I fill my water- 
skin with water. He said, ‘I have water, so you don’t need to 
get water.’ When the evening came, he took shelter and said, 
*O 'Umm Sharik, come and have dinner. She said, ‘I am 
thirsty. I can't eat until I drink some water.’ He said, ‘I will not 
pour you water until you become a Jew.’ She said, ‘May Allah 
not reward you with good. You took me from my homeland 
and prevented me from bringing water.’ He said, ‘By Allah, I 
will not pour you a drop of water until you become a Jew.'

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Sa'id responded, ‘Allah knows I do not fear anything other than 
Him. The first, middle, and last thing I will say is, ^All praises 
belong to Allah, and salutations upon Muhammad (#).” And I ask 


Allah to cause the governor to forget about me.’” 


That governor ruled over Madinah for as long as Allah willed, 
and he did not remember Sa‘id. One day, his servant brought 
him water to perform ablution. He said to him, “Keep it. What a 
shame. I swear by Allah, I intended to kill Sa‘id ibn al- 
Musayyib, but I completely forgot about him and I did not re- 
member him until this very moment.” His servant said to him, 


“Allah wanted better for you than you wanted for yourself.” 


Muhammad ibn al-Munkadir 


Muhammad ibn al-Munkadir is from the scholars of the second 


generation, known for his knowledge and truthfulness. 


A group of people went out for battle, among them was 
Muhammad ibn al-Munkadir. It was a summer battle. As they 
walked on the path, Muhammad ibn al-Munkadir said, “Seek 
food from Allah and He will feed you; for indeed, He has the 
ability to do that.” The people began to supplicate. They walked 
a short distance until they saw a stitched sack, and it was fresh 
cheese. Some of them said, “If only it were honey.” Muhammad 


ibn al-Munkadir said, ‘Indeed, the One who fed you cheese has

the ability to feed you honey." So the people supplicated for 
honey. They walked a short distance and found a vessel of hon- 


ey on the road. They descended and ate from it. 


Jafar ibn Muhammad ibn ‘Ali ibn Hussein 


He is Jafar ibn Muhammad ibn ‘Alī ibn Hussein, the son of ‘Ali 
ibn 'Abi Talib. He is from the descendants of Fatimah, the 
daughter of the Messenger of Allah (&). 


Layth ibn S'ad said, *I performed Hajj during the year 113 Hijri 
when I came to Mecca. After we prayer ‘Asr prayer, we as- 
cended mount 'Abü Qubays. There was a man there, sitting and 
supplicating to Allah. He was supplicating, saying, 'O my Lord,’ 
until he became fatigued. Then, he began to supplicate, saying, 
‘O Lord, until he became fatigued. Then, he supplicated, ‘My 
Lord, my Lord, my Lord,' until he became fatigued. Then, he 
supplicated, ʻO Allah, O Allah, O Allah,’ until he became fa- 
tigued. Then, he supplicated, ‘O Ever-living, O Ever-living,’ 
until he became fatigued. Then, he supplicated, ‘O Most Merci- 
ful, until he became fatigued. Then, he supplicated, ‘O Most 
Merciful of those who show mercy,’ seven times until he be- 
came fatigued. Then, he said, ʻO Allah, I desire some grapes, so 


provide me with some; and my garment is worn and tattered.” 
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Layth continued, “I swear by Allah, he did not complete his 
speech before I saw a basket full of grapes; and there were no 
grapes found on the earth during this time of the year, and 


there were two cloaks. 


I wanted to eat some of the grapes, so I said to him, ‘I am your 
partner. He said to me, ‘And how is that?’ I said, ‘Because while 
you were supplicating, I was saying “ameen.” He said to me, 


‘Come forth and eat, but do not conceal any grapes.’ 


I proceeded to eat some of the grapes, and I had never tasted an- 
ything like them before. The grapes were seedless. I ate until I 


was full, yet the basket did not decrease at all. 


He said to me, ‘Take the cloak you like the best.’ I said, ‘I am not 
in need of a garment.’ He said, ‘Cover me while I put them on.’ 
So, he used one garment as a waist sheet and the other as a shirt. 
Then, he placed the tattered garments he previously wore in 
his hand. 


He descended from the mountain and I followed him until we 
encountered a man on the path. The man we encountered said, 
‘Dress me in the cloaks, and may Allah clothe you, O grandson 
of the Messenger of Allah.’ Thus, he gave the man the garments 
and the man clung to them. As he walked away, I said to the 
man we met on the path, ‘Who was that? The man said, ‘That 
was Jafar ibn Muhammad.” Layth said, “So, I looked for him so I 


could take knowledge from him; but I could not find him." 
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Zayd ibn Aslam 


He is Zayd ibn Aslam, the freed slave of ‘Umar. He is from the 
scholars of tafsir and hadith. 


Malik said, “Zayd was employed to work at some mines of Bani 
Sulaym. The mines were inhabited by jinn that were harming 
the people. When Zayd arrived, they complained to him about 
this. He commanded them to call the adhan and raise their voic- 
es with it. They did as he commanded them, and the jinn left. 


Until this day, they have never returned. 


Yünus ibn Yusuf ibn Hamas 


He is Yunus ibn Yusuf from the worshippers of Madinah. Imam 


Bukhari mentioned him in his book of history. 


Malik said, “Yunus ibn Yusuf went to the masjid of the Messen- 
ger of Allah (Œ) one day and saw a woman that amazed him. He 
said, ‘O Allah, You granted me eyesight as a favor, but I feared it 
may bea calamity. O Allah, take away my sight.’ Thus, he went 
blind. After this day, his nephew would take him to the masjid. 
One day his nephew took him to the masjid and walked away. 
He called out for his nephew, but he did not answer. Then, his 
nephew grabbed him and Yunus became afraid. He said, ʻO 


Allah, You granted me eyesight as a favor, but I feared it may 
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be a calamity. So, I asked You to take it away from me and You 
did. O Allah, I fear I will be disgraced today.’ I his 


eyesight was returned to him. 


Malik said, “Therefore, I saw him while he was able to see, I 
saw him when he was blind, and I saw him when he was able 


to see again." 


Yazid ibn al-Qa‘qa‘ al-Madani 


He is ‘Abu Jafar Yazid ibn al-Qa'qa', the reciter. He was the 
Imam of recitation for the people of Madinah. Thus, he was giv- 


en the nickname ‘the reciter. 


Nāfi ibn 'Abī Nu‘aym said, “When 'Abü Jafar Yazid was 
washed after his death, those washing him could see the space 
between his throat and his heart, and it resembled pages from 
the Mushaf No one present had any doubt that it was the light 


of the Qur'an. 


"Abu Nasr al-Madani, the Tested 


Muhammad ibn Ismail said, “The people of Madinah were 


stricken with drought and their condition became severe. The

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people left their homes to come out and supplicate for relief. 
One day, I passed by a food market and there was not a grain of 
wheat or barely. ‘Abu Nasr was sitting with his head lowered. 
I said to him, *O 'Abü Nasr, do you not see what is bappening 
to the people in the sacred city of the Messenger of Allah (#)?” 
He said, ‘Certainly, I see it? I said, “Will you not supplicate to 
Allah (Æ) for relief? He said, ‘Certainly.’ He turned toward the 
Qiblah and said to me, ‘Sit on my right side.’ I sat on the right 
side of him. He fell down prostrate and his face became cov- 
ered with dirt. He raised his head and said, ‘O One who re- 
moves anxiety, the One who responds to the supplication of 
those in hardship, the One who bestows mercy upon the earth 
and in the Hereafter, send salutations upon Muhammad and the 
family of Muhammad, grant relief for the people in the sacred 
city of Your Prophet.’ 


Then he walked away, as did I. By Allah, I swear I did not 
leave the market before I saw a fog. I raised my head and saw a 
swarm of locusts in the air. They continued to fall until they 
filled Madinah. The people of Madinah began to cook the locusts 
in their pots with oil. They filled their pots, jars, and containers 
with the locusts. After three days, goods arrived from ten ships 
that had entered the port while 'Abü Nasr was supplicating to 
Allah (æ). The price of merchandise and goods became cheaper 
than it was previously, and the condition of the people of Madi- 


nah became better than it was before. 
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| went to 'Abü Nasr while he was in the masjid of the Messen- 
ger of Allah (8). I said, ʻO 'Abü Nasr, do you not see the bless- 
ings of your supplication?’ He said, ‘There is nothing worthy of 
worship except Allah. This is the mercy of Allah that encom- 


passes everything." 


Wuhayb ibn al-Wardi 


He is Wuhayb, the freed slave of Banü Makhzüm. Imam adh- 


Dhahabi said he was from the devout worshippers. 


Ibn ‘Abi Rawwad said, “I passed by a man prostrating behind the 
station of ‘Ibrahim on a cold, rainy night. He was supplicating 
and crying. I walked around the Ka‘bah seven times and found 
him in the same position. I sat close to him and remain there 
throughout the night. In the middle of the night I heard a caller 
call out, saying, ‘O Wuhayb ibn al-Wardi, raise your head, for 
indeed you have been forgiven.’ I did not see anyone. When 
the morning arrived, he raised his head and left, so I followed 
him. I said to him, ‘Did you hear the voice?’ He said, ‘What 
voice?’ Thus, I informed him of what I heard. He said, ‘Do not 
mention this to anyone.’ So, I did not mention this to anyone un- 
til Wuhayb died. 
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Fudayl ibn ‘Iyad 


He is Fudayl ibn ‘Iyad Shaykh al-Islam, the scholar, worshipper, 


and narrator of hadith. 


‘Ibrahim ibn ‘Abdullah said, “We were with Fudayl ibn ‘Iyad on 
mount 'Abü Qubays. He said, ‘If a person is truthful in his reli- 
ance upon Allah (Æ), and then he said to a mountain, “Shake,” it 
will indeed shake.’ I swear by Allah, I saw the mountain begin 
to shake and move. Fudayl said, ‘O mountain, I was not talking 
about you, may Allah have mercy upon you.’ So, the mountain 


settled down.” 


The Black Slave with ‘Abdullah ibn al-Mubarak 


‘Abdullah ibn al-Mubarak said, “I was in Mecca while they were 
afflicted with drought. So, the people went out to Masjid al- 
Haram and prayed for rain, but it did not rain. At the side of me 
was a black slave. The black slave said, ‘O Allah, O Allah, they 
have supplicated to You and You did not respond to them. Veri- 
ly, I swear by You that You will give us rain." He (ibn al- 
Mubarak) said, “By Allah, we did not wait a moment before we 
were given rain. Then the black slave left. I followed him until 
he entered a home of the morticians, so I knew which house it 
was. In the morning, I took some dinars (the local currency) and 


went to the home, and there was a man at the door. I said, Pm 
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looking for the man of this house.’ He replied, ‘I am him? I said, 
"There is a servant of yours I wish to purchase.’ He replied, ‘I 
have fourteen servants. I will bring them out to you.” He (ibn 
al-Mubarak) said, “This particular servant was not amongst 
them, so I said, ‘Do you have any more?’ He said to me, “There is 
a sick youth.’ So, he brought him out and he was the black slave. 
| said, ‘He is the exact one? He replied, ‘He is yours, 'Abü 
‘Abdur Rahman.’ So, I gave him fourteen dinar and I took the 
servant. When we left and took one of the roads, he said, ‘O 
master, what do you want with me while I am sick?' I replied, 
‘Because of what I saw last night." He (ibn al-Mubàrak) said, “So 
he (the black servant) leaned on the wall and said, ‘O Allah, do 
not make me famous. Take my soul to You.” He (al-Mubarak) 
said, “So he fell down dead, and the people of Mecca gathered (to 


pray over him).” 


"Abt Muslim al-Khawlani 


He is 'Abü Muslim ‘Abdullah ibn Thuwab al-Khawlani. He was 
known for his worship and abstinence from the worldly life. He 


was from the most prominent leaders of the Tabi'in. 


'Abü Muslim and the False Prophet: Al-Aswad al-'Anasi claimed 
he was a prophet in Yemen. Thus, he sent for 'Abu Muslim. 


When 'Abü Muslim arrived, al-Aswad said to him, *Do you tes- 
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tify that I am the Messenger of Allah?" 'Abū Muslim replied, “I 


can't hear." 


Al-Aswad said, “Do you testify that Muhammad is the Messen- 
ger of Allàh?" 'Abü Muslim replied, *Yes." 


Al-Aswad said, “Do you testify that I am the Messenger of 
Allah?" 'Abü Muslim said, *I can't hear." 


Al-Aswad said, *Do you testify that Muhammad is the Messen- 
ger of Allah?" 'Abü Muslim replied, “Yes.” Al-Aswad continued 
to ask him the same questions and 'Abü Muslim replied with 


the same answer. 


Al-Aswad ordered a huge fire within a furnace and threw 'Abü 
Muslim within the fire. The fire did not harm 'Abü Muslim at 
all. It was said to al-Aswad, *Remove him from here or he will 
cause your followers to turn away from you" Thus, a mount 
was prepared for him and 'Abü Muslim went to Madinah. Short- 
ly before he arrived in Madinah, the Prophet (&) had passed and 
'Abü Bakr was appointed the Caliph. 


'Abü Muslim stopped his mount at the door of the masjid, en- 
tered the masjid, and prayed. ‘Umar ibn al-Khattab saw him and 
went to him. ‘Umar said to him, “Who are you?” He replied, “I 
am from the people of Yemen.” ‘Umar said, “What happened to 
the man that the false prophet burned in the fire?” 'Abū Muslim 
replied, “That man is ‘Abdullah ibn Thuwab." ‘Umar said, “I im- 
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plore you by Allah, are you that man?" 'Abü Muslim replied, 
“Yes.” ‘Umar hugged him and began to cry. He, then, sat him 


down between himself and 'Abü Bakr. ‘Umar said,

al-Khawlani would enter his home, he would give the greeting 
of salam; and when he reached the middle of his home, he 
would say, ‘Allah is the Greatest.’ His wife would then say, 
‘Allah is the Greatest. He would remove his cloak and his shoes, 


his wife would bring his food to him, and he would eat. 


One day, he arrived home and said, “Allah is the Greatest,” but 
his wife did not respond. He again said, “Allah is the Greatest,’ 
and gave the greeting of salam, but she did not respond. The 
lamps in the home were extinguished, so there was no light. He 
found his wife sitting on the floor with a stick in her hand, 
scratching the ground. He said to her, “What is wrong with 
you?” She said, “The people are in a good state while you, 'Abü

There was a woman who would come visit the wife of 'Abü 
Muslim and say to her, “You are the wife of 'Abü Muslim, if 
your husband would speak to Mu'awiyah, he would give you 
all a servant and means to live with!" As this woman was in her 
home with her lamps lit, she lost her eyesight. She said, *Did 
someone turn out the lamps?" The people in her home said, 
“No.” She said, “Verily, to Allah we belong, I have lost my eye- 
sight!” She asked to be taken to the home of 'Abu Muslim. She 
repented to Allah and begged 'Abu Muslim to pardon her. 'Abü 
Muslim said, ^O Allah, if she is truthful, return her sight.” Her 


sight was returned to her. 


The Tigris River: Sulayman ibn al-Mughirah said, "Abü Mus- 
lim and members of the army crossed the Tigris River and its | 
strong tide ripped the ship apart; thus, they lost some of their 
possessions. 'Abü Muslim began walking on top of the river, and 
he looked back at his companions and said, ‘Did you lose any- 


thing so we can supplicate to Allah (æ) to return it?’”!

for them." 


The Fawn: Bilal ibn Ka‘b said, “Some youth said to 'Abü Mus- 
lim, “Supplicate to Allah that He restrain this fawn for us, so we 
may capture it.”

strained, and they captured it. 


Haywah ibn Shurayh al-Misri 


He is Haywah ibn Shurayh ibn Safwan from Egypt. He is from 
the major scholars of fiqh. Imam Ahmad considered him to be 
from the reliable narrators of hadith. Ibn Wahb said, “I have not 


seen anyone who conceals their good deeds more than Hay wah." 


Khalid ibn Nizar said, "Hay wah ibn Shurayh was from those 
who supplicate to Allah and cried a lot. His livelihood was mea- 
ger, and his living conditions were extremely difficult. I sat 
next to him one day while he was alone supplicating to Allah. I 


said to him, *May Allah have mercy upon you. If you were to 
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supplicate to Allah, He would increase your provisions.’ Haywah 
looked to the right and the left and he did not see anyone. So, he 
took a pebble from the ground and said, ‘O Allah, turn this into 
gold.’ Suddenly, I swear by Allah, it was a piece of gold shin- 
ning in his hand. I have never seen gold better than it. He 
tossed the gold to me and said, ‘Allah knows best what is most 
beneficial for His slaves.’ I said to him, ‘What shall I do with it?’ 
He said, ‘Spend it^ So, I became afraid, I swear by Allah, to 


throw it away.” 


Sa‘id ibn Jubayr 


He is ‘Abt ‘Abdullah Sa‘id ibn Jubayr ibn Hisham. He is from 


the major scholars and Imams of the Muslims. 


Asbagh ibn Zayd said, “As a young boy, Sa‘id ibn Jubayr had a 
rooster. Each night the rooster would crow, waking Sa‘id up so 
he could perform the night prayer. One night the rooster did 
not crow. Sa‘id said, ‘What is wrong with this rooster? May 
Allah take away his voice.’ Thus, the voice of the rooster was 
never heard again after that day. Sa'id's mother said to him, ‘O 


my dear son, do not ever supplicate against anything again.""!

After the funeral was 
completed and he was buried, no one was seen upon the desert. 
When this news reached 'Abū Jafar, he said to Ibn Shubrumah 
and Ibn 'Abi Laylah, ‘What prevented you from mentioning 
this man to me?’ They replied, ‘He used to tell us not to inform 


you about him.""! 


Sufyàn ath-Thawri 


He is the well-known scholar and Imam, Sufyan ibn Sa‘td ath- 


Thawri. 


‘Abdur Rahman ibn Ya‘qub said, “A Shaykh arrived from Herat 
(Afghanistan). I entered the Zamzam well and there was the 
Shaykh removing the water pail that was next to the pillar. Af- 
ter he drank, he returned the pail. I drank the remaining water 
and it tasted like almond cream. I have never tasted anything 
better before. I looked up and the Shaykh had left.

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Then I returned the next day during the morning and sat at the 
well of Zamzam.

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| said, 'Sufyàn ath-Thawri came here to Basrah fleeing from the 
people, so he hid in some of the homes of our companions.

The boy offered to give it to 
Sufyàn as a gift, but he insisted that he pay for the bird. Sufyàn 
took the bird with him. During the morning, the bird would 
fly; and during the evening, it would return home to stay in 
the cage. When Sufyàn died, his funeral procession was ex- 
tremely large. After they prayed over him and buried him, the 
people left. The bird flew to the grave of Sufyàn and sat beside 
it, grieving. Then it flew away. This became the habit of the 
bird.

‘I went to the well of Zamzam to draw water and pulled out 
honey. Then, I went to draw water and drew out milk. And 


then, I went to draw water and drew out water.”!

He is ‘Ubayd ibn ‘Ubayd ar-Rahman al-'Ashja‘. He was from the 


memorizers and Imams of his era. 


‘Ubayd said, “Often, I would need something, then I would find 


money clearly positioned beneath my prayer area." 


Harim ibn Hayan 
He is Harimah ibn Hayàn. He is from the major 7ab/‘in. 


Qatadah said, “It rained on the grave of Harimah ibn Hayan the 
day he died, and the grave sprouted vegetation the same day.’ 


Hasan al-Basri 


He is ‘Abu Sa‘td Hasan ibn ‘Abi Hasan al-Basri, the freed slave of 
the ‘Ansar. His mother, Khayrah, is the freed slave of 'Umm Sal- 
amah, the wife of the Prophet (&). He was the most knowledge- 


able person from Basrah, and the most devout in worship. 


Sa‘id ibn 'Abi fArübah said, “The new moon of Ramadan was 
hidden from the people due to clouds. Hasan came outside and 


said, ʻO Allah, if it is the night of Ramadan, make it clear. Thus, 
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the clouds moved away, and the moon became visible so the 


people could see it. 


‘Amir ibn ‘Abdu Qays 


He is 'Abü ‘Abdullah ‘Amir ibn ‘Abdu Qays. He was from the 
major 7abi‘in. He was known for his abstinence from the world- 


|y life. 


'Abü ah-'Alà' (3&3) ibn ‘Abdullah said, “Amir would receive his 
salary and place it in the cuff of his garment. Each time he met a | 
poor beggar on the street he would give him money. When he 
returned to his family, he would toss his money to them. They 
would count it and find it was the same amount that he was 


given for his salary."! 


Al-Mu'ala ibn Ziyàd said, “Amir ibn ‘Abdu Qays passed by a 
convoy that had stopped due to a lion on the path in front of 
them. When ‘Amir arrived, he descended from his riding beast. 
The people said, ʻO 'Abü ‘Abdullah, we fear for your safety due 
to the lion.’ He said, ‘It is only a dog from the dogs of Allah (3). 
If He wills to unleash it against me, He will do so; and if He de- 
sires to refrain it from me, then, He will do so. He walked to- 
ward the lion until he took hold of its paws and ears. He walked 


the lion away from the path and the convoy proceeded. ‘Amir

major scholars of the Tabiin. Ibn Kathir said, “He was a scholar 
known for abstaining from the worldly life, and no one during 


his era was given preference over him” 


Muslim ibn Yasar would perform Hajj each year, and his com- 
panions would perform Hajj with him. One year on the Day of 
Quenching Thirst (the 8th of Dhu al-Hijjah, which is the first 
day of Hajj), Muslim said to his companions, “Would you like to 
perform Hajj?” His companions said, “The Shaykh must be senile 
if he thinks we are able to go for Hajj now!” (Translator’s note: 
This is because during this time it would be impossible to travel 
such a long distance after the Hajj has already started.). His com- 
panions went out with him to perform Hajj due to shyness. As 
they travelled during the night, they could not see anything in 
front of them. When the morning came, they found Tihama 
Mountains in front of them, so they praised Allah. Muslim ibn 
Yasar said, “Do not be surprised. This is from the Power of 
Allah.” 
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Mutarif ibn ‘Abdullah ibn as-Shikhir 


He is Mutarif ibn ‘Abdullah ibn as-Shikhir from Basrah. He was 


a reliable narrator of hadith, known for his piety. 


Jarir ibn Hazim said, “There was a dispute between Mutarif and 
a man from his tribe, so the man lied against Mutarif. Mutarif 
said, ‘If you have lied, may Allah bring about your death.’ So, 
the man died instantly. The family of the man went to Ziyad to 
file a claim against Mutarif. Ziyàd asked them, “Did he hit him 
or touch him with his hand?’ They said, ‘No.’ Ziyad said, ‘Then, 
it was the supplication of a righteous man that coincided with 


the divine decree.’ Therefore, he did not rule in their favor.”! 


Yunus said, “When Mutarif would enter his home, his utensils 
would glorify Allāh.”? 


Qatadah said, *Mutarif ibn ‘Abdullah and his companions went 
out on a mission on a dark night. The tip of their whips shined 
with lights. His companion said, ‘If we tell anyone about this, 
they will deem us liars.’ Mutarif replied, “The one who denies 


the favors of Allah is the greatest liar.’

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Sulayman at-Tay mi 


He is Sulayman ibn Tarkhàn at-Taymi. He was a reliable trans- 
mitter, who narrated a great deal of hadith. He was a devout 
worshipper. He would pray the morning prayer with the 


wudü'he had from ‘Isha’ prayer. 


Ismail ibn ‘Ibrahim said, “Sulayman at-Taymi borrowed a fur 
from a man, then he returned it. The man said, ‘I still smell the 


fragrance of fine musk in the fur until this day.""! 


Sulayman injured his eye, so the doctor forbade him from get- 
ting any water in it. Sulaymin touched his private area, and he 
was of the opinion that touching the private area invalidates 
wudü: So, he removed the cotton from his eye and performed 
wudü: Then, he returned the cotton. The doctor came and ex- 
amined his eye and did not find anything wrong. Sulayman 
said, ‘I performed wugü'and Allah healed me.” 


‘Abdullah ibn Ghalib 


He is 'Abu Quraysh ‘Abdullah ibn Ghalib al-Basri, the worship- 
per. He would pray 100 rak‘ah for Duhà prayer. He said, “This is 


what we have been created for.”

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Malik ibn Dinar said, “I descended into the grave of ‘Abdullah 
ibn Ghalib. I picked up the dirt and found that it was musk. This 
became a trial for the people, so his grave was levelled and cov-

Silah ibn 'Ashyam 


He is Silah ibn 'Ashyam from the major 7abi'n of Basrah. He 


was known for his virtue, piety, and worship. 


Jafar ibn Zayd said, “We went for battle with the army. As we 
neared the land of the enemy, the leader said, ‘No one stray 
away from the troops.’ The mule of Silah ran away, carrying his 
equipment. Silah started to offer two units of prayer. It was said 
to him, ‘The troops have moved on without you.’ He replied, ‘I 
will only pray two short units of prayer.’ Silah supplicated, ‘O 
Allah, I swear that You will return my mule with the equip- 


ment. Thus, the mule returned and stood in front of him.”2 


'Abü as-Salil (0:5) said, Silah ibn 'Ashyam said, “I was travelling 
when I became severely hungry, and I could not find anyone to 
sell me any food. I became worried that I would not find anyone 
on the journey that could provide anything. As I was travelling, 


I supplicated to my Lord that He feed me. Then, I heard a meal

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behind me. When I turned around, there was a garment filled 
with fresh dates inside. I took the dates and continued riding my 
animal while eating the dates until I became full.

He requested I feed him some of the 
fresh dates, so I gave some to him. I passed by that same monk 
much later and he had several beautiful date trees. He said, 
"These trees are from the dates you gave me.' He had given the 
garment that the dates came in to his wife, and she would show 


it off to the people."! 


‘Abdullah ibn Shaqiq 
He is 'Abü Muhammad ‘Abdullah ibn Shagiq al-Uqayli al-Basri. 


Al-Jurayri said, “Abdullah ibn Shaqiq was from those whose 
supplication was answered. When a cloud would pass by, he 
would say, ‘O Allah, do not allow this cloud to pass by such and 
such place until it has rained.’ So, the cloud would not pass that 


spot until it had rained upon it."?

Jamil ibn Murra 


He is Jamil ibn Murra ash-Shaybani al-Basri. Nasà'i deemed him 
a reliable narrator of hadith. Imàm Ahmad said, *I only know 


good of him." 


Hammad ibn Zayd said, “Jamil ibn Murra said, ‘Often I would 
need something, so I would supplicate to Allah until that thing 


would appear in front of me; meaning money. 


'Abü Muhammad Habib al-‘Ajami 


He is 'Abü Muhammad Habib, from those known to abstain from 
the worldly life. He is from the reliable narrators of hadith. 


Mujashi‘ ad-Dabari said, “A woman from the neighbors of Habib 
gave birth to a beautiful boy who was bald. The boy’s father 
came to Habib when the boy reached the age of 12 and said, ‘O 
‘Aba Muhammad, do you see this son of mine and his hand- 
someness? But his head has remained bald, as you see. So, suppli- 
cate to Allah for him.’ Habib started to cry and supplicate for the 
boy, as he rubbed his head with his tears. I swear by Allah, the 
boy did not stand up before deep black hair grew from the roots 


of his head. His hair continued to grow until he had the most

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beautiful hair." Mujashi‘ commented, “So I saw the boy bald and 


Isaw him with hair."! 


As-Sari ibn Yahya said, “Abū Muhammad Habib purchased 
some food for a community afflicted with famine and distributed 
it among the poor. Then, he sewed the empty bags of food, 
placed them beneath his head and supplicated to Allah. The food 
sellers came to him and claimed he owed them money for the 
food. Habib pull out those bags and they were filled with mon- 
ey. It was the exact amount of the food; thus, he gave the mon- 


ey to them.? 


Muslim ibn 'Ibráhim said, “A man came to 'Abü Muhammad and 
said, ‘You owe me 300 dirham’ 'Abü Muhammad replied, ‘How 
do I owe you?’ The man said, ‘You owe me 300 dirham’ Habib 
said, ‘Come back tomorrow. When the man left, Habib per- 
formed wudü; prayed, and supplicated, saying ‘ʻO Allah, if he is 
truthful give the money to him, and if he is lying then afflict 
him within his hand.’ The man arrived the next day being car- 
ried. He had suffered a stroke to one side of his body. Habib said, 
"What is wrong with you?’ The man said, ‘I am the one who 
came to you yesterday, but you did not owe me any money. Ra- 
ther, I wanted to embarrass you before the people, so you would 


give me the money.’ Habib said, “Will you do this again?’ The

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man replied, ‘No.’ Habib said, ‘O Allah, if he is truthful dress 
him in good health. So, the man stood up from the ground as

He is ‘Utbah ibn Aban. He was called ‘Ghulam,’ the child, be- 


cause he worshipped like a captive child. 


Hasan ibn Di‘amah said, “I saw ‘Utbah al-Ghulàm, whenever he 
liked a bird, he would call for it, and the bird would come to 
him until it landed on his thigh. He would pet the bird, then 


release it and it would fly away. 


‘Abdullah ibn Mubashir said, “Utbah al-Ghulàm supplicated to 
his Lord for three special qualities in this world. He supplicated 
to his Lord to favor him with a somber voice, abundant tears, 
and food without effort. Thus, whenever he would recite, he 
would cry and cause others to cry. His tears flowed constantly; 
and when he would return to his home, he would have food 


waiting for him and not know from where it came."?

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Safwan ibn Muhriz 


He is Safwan ibn Muhriz. His narrations are collected in Sahih 
Bukhari and Sahih Muslim. 


Thabit al-Bunani said, *Ubaydullàh ibn Ziyad, the governor of 
Basrah, arrested a cousin of Safwan ibn Muhriz, and imprisoned 
him. Safwan went to everyone of influence in Basrah to assist 
his cousin, but no one would assist him. Thus, he spent the night 
in his prayer chamber, sad and gloomy. He fell asleep during the 
night. Someone came to him in his dream and said, ‘O Safwan, 
stand and request your need in the proper manner.’ He became 
afraid, stood, performed wudu; and prayed and supplicated. That 
night, Ibn Ziyad, the governor of Basrah, was afflicted with in- 
somnia. Ibn Ziyad said, ‘Bring me the cousin of Safwan ibn 
Muhriz. So, the prison guard opened his cell and brought him 
forth in the middle of the night. The governor said to him, ‘You 
are free to go without any penalty, because I have not been able 
to sleep since you have been here.’ Safwan remained asleep un- 
til his cousin knocked on his door and informed him of what oc- 


curred.”!

He is ‘Ata’ ibn 'Abi ‘Ubaydah. It was said about him that he did 


not raise his head to the heavens nor laugh for forty years. 


Salih al-Muri said, “‘Ata' as-Salimi did not supplicate a lot. Ra- 
ther, when his companions would supplicate, he would say, 
‘Amin.’ One of his companions was apprehended, so it was said 
to him, ‘Do you have a need?’ He said, ‘I want ‘Ata’ to supplicate 
to Allah to release me.” Salih said, “So I went to ‘Ata’ and said to 
him, ‘O 'Abū Muhammad, would you like for Allah to grant you 
relief? He said, “Yes, I swear by Allah that I would love that.’ I 
said, ‘Indeed, your companion so and so has been arrested, so 
supplicate to Allah that he is granted relief.’ So, he raised his 
hands and said, ‘O Allah, indeed, You know our need before we 
ask You for it. Thus, fulfill it for us.” Salih said, “I swear by 
Allah, we did not leave the house before his companion entered 


the house.”! 


"Abu Rayhàna ‘Abdullah ibn Matar 


He is 'Abū Rayhana ‘Abdullah. He narrated hadith from ibn 


‘Abbas and accompanied Ibn ‘Umar.

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S'ad ibn ‘Abi 'Umayah said, “Abū Rayhàna boarded a ship. He 
would sew on the ship with his needle. One day his needle fell 
into the sea and he said, ‘I am certain that You, my Lord, will 
return my needle to me.’ So, his needle appeared until he was 


able to grab it." 


"Abi Mu'aàwiyah al-'Aswad 


He is ‘Abu Mu'awiyah al-'Aswad. Imam Dhahabi said, “He was 


from the companions of Sufyàn at-Thawri and ‘Ibrahim Adham.” 


'Abü az-Zahiriyah said, “I arrived in Tarsus (a city in Turkey) 
and visited 'Abü Mu'awiyah al-'Aswad. He was blind, but he 
had a Mushaf in the home that was closed. I said to him, ‘May 
Allah have mercy upon you, you have a Mushaf while you are 
not able to see it? He replied, ‘Are you able to keep a secret until 
I die?’ I said, ‘Yes.’ He said, ‘When I want to recite the Qur'an, 


my sight is returned to me.””! 


"Abt Talib al-Nasa'" 


He is 'Abü Talib ‘Abdul Jabbar ibn ‘Asim al-Nasa'l. He narrated 
hadith from a number of scholars. He is considered a reliable 


narrator of hadith.

I heard a voice 
from behind me say, ‘Do you want dirham (money) or flour?’ I 
thought to myself, ‘What will I do with flour when I do not 
have any wood to cook with?'

ward me containing 500 dirham. 


Ibrahim Adham 


He is Ibrahim Adham al-Balkhi. Imam Dhahabi said, “He is an 


Imam to be followed, a reliable narrator of hadith. 


‘Abdullah ibn al-Faraj said, “I saw ‘Ibrahim in a garden in Sham, 
and he was sleeping lying down. There was a snake with a daf- 


fodil in its mouth, protecting him until he awoke. 


Bagiyah ibn al-Walid said, “We were upon the sea when a 
strong wind came, and the waves began to toss us around. The 
people started to cry. It was said to Ma‘yuf, ‘There is ‘Ibrahim 
ibn Adham. Perhaps, you can ask him to supplicate to Allah." 'Ib- 
rahim was sleeping in the corner of the ship with his head cov- 
ered with a garment. We approached him and said, ʻO 'Abü 
Ishaq, don't you see what the people are going through?’ He

said, 'O Allah, indeed, You have shown us Your might. So, 


show us Your pardon.’ And the ship became calm."! 


Salih ibn Sulayman said, “Ibrahim ibn Adham needed some dir- 
ham (currency), and he was on the shore of the sea. So, he sup- 
plicated to Allah. A school of fish appeared, and each fish had a 


dirham in its mouth. Ibrahim only took one dirham.”? 


Al-Harith ibn Nu‘man said, ‘Ibrahim Adham used to pick fresh 


dates from oak trees.”3 


‘Abdullah ibn Munir al-Marwzi 


He is ‘Abdullah ibn Munir al-Marwzi. Those who narrated from 
him include Bukhari, Tirmidhi and Nasa‘. Imam al-Bukhari 


said, “I have not seen the likes of ‘Abdullah ibn Munir. 


Yahya ibn Badr al-Qurashi said, “On Friday before Jumu‘ah 
prayer, ‘Abdullah ibn Munir would be at the Caspian Sea. When 
the time for the prayer arrived, he would be seen at the masjid 
in Amol (the largest province in Iran at the time). Thus, the 
people would say, ‘Indeed, he walks on water" It was said to 
him, ‘O 'Abü Muhammad, indeed, you walk on water.’ He re- 


plied, ‘As for walking upon the water, then, I don’t know about

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that. But, if Allah wants, He can unite the two edges of the riv-

‘Tbrahim ibn Munir would go out to the wilderness with his 
companions and collect items such as saltwort and sell it in the 
market to earn a living. One day, they went out and there was a 
lion crouching on the path. They said to him, ‘There is a lion! 
He said to his companions, ‘Stay here.’ Then, he approached the 
lion, alone. We do not know what he said to the lion, but the 
lion stood up and left. He said to his companions, ‘Let us pro- 


ceed.’”1 


Muhammad ibn Ismail al-Bukhari 


He is Muhammad ibn Ismail ibn ‘Ibrahim al-Mughira al-Bukhari. 
He is the well-known Imam, scholar, narrator of hadith, and col- 
lector of the famous book Sahih Bukhari. 


Khalaf ibn Muhammad ibn al-Fadl said, “I heard my father say, 
‘Muhammad ibn Ismail went blind when he was young. His 
mother had a dream in which she saw "Ibrahim (3€), the friend 
of Allah. He said to her, “Indeed, Allah has returned the vision 


of your son due to your extensive crying over him.” When

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they awakened the next morning, Allàh had returned his 


sight." 


'Ayüb as- Sakhtiyàni 


He is 'Ayub ibn 'Abi Tamimi as-Sakhtiyani, the Imam, the lead- 


er of the scholars, the trustworthy narrator of hadith. 


‘Abdul Wahid said, “I was with 'Ayüb and we became severely 
thirsty, to the extent that we were about to die. 'Ayüb said, ‘Can 
you keep a secret of mine?’ I replied, ‘Yes, I will keep it until 
you die.’ 'Ayüb scratched the side of a cave with his foot and 
water gushed out from it. We drank the water and took some 


back with us.”
